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X. Through tha good of float of Cl HI*# I w* introduced to Hlldegsrd 
WINDPFENNIQ in July 19*1 aa a representative of the U.S. Olaiae Commission. Pre- 
aont also at the first and subsequent three meetin gs was Rio hard SCHULZ (17 Bfle- 
ingstr., Berlin-Friedenau) , a close friend of Frau VOTDPFKNNia and (formerly) of 
CAISSON-IS*. 

2. Frau WINBPFINNia la an attractive, intelligent and reasonable woman who 
has left no atone in the SovZone unturned to locate her husband* fin was aware of 
the fact that bar husband undertook a "delicate 11 Mission to Dresden in 19*0 at tha 
behest of CAISSON-19 but s he did no t know that the Americana were behind it until 
she met ns. In fact, Frau UNDPVENNIQ had already built up a strong nental ease 
against CAISSON-19 as the oause of all her -woes, GAIS8CB-19 had on several ooea- 
sions unwisely pronised her the early retu rn of he r husband. That falling, she 
was easy prey to her husband's uncle, Otto WINDPFBNHIO (2 Treibjagdweg, 'Berlin- 
Zehlendorf) who eaae upon the soene belatedly to say "sons thing oust be done". Un- 
fortunately, "something" was turning to the Kaapfgruppe gegen Unaensehliohkeit and - 
BOB does not yet know whether the idea originate d in the ECU - filing the law suit 
against CAISSON-19, According to Frau WISDFFKNNIQ, this idea was not hersj in fact 
she knew nothing about the law suit and Its quashing until informed of aaae by 

C HI . Nevertheless, she expressed herself nleaaed that her husband's uncle had 
caused CAISSON-19 some measure of discomfort. C -3 mas rather shocked at the 
statements made by Frau WINDPFENNIQ and Ben* SCHULZ in regard to the shabby treatment 
mated out to her by CAISSON-19. In spite of many grandiose promises from CAISSON-19, 
Free V3NBPFKHHI3 had received only 200 Dtff in one payment from CAISSON-19. Although 
BOB has been unable to corroborate CAISSflB-lS's allegation that the unale, Otto 
WINDPFENNIQ, may be a Communist and may have instigated the law suit in Frau 
WINDPFENNID's name - to edbarrass the Americans, it is certain that she had been 
desperate as a result of the wall of silenoe surrounding her husband* a disappearance. 
He was brought to see her twice during the first week after his ill-fated trip to 
Dresden and told her on both occasions that he had a " job" to complete and would 
return afterwards. On these two visits WINDPFENNIQ * e companion was a personable 
gentleman in whom Frau WINDPFENNIQ detected a trace of a Russian accent. Fran 
WINDPFENNIQ has seen neither her husband nor his companion since the two short visits 
to her a few days after C HI arrival in Vest Berlin 

3, Frau WINDPFENNIQ was paid *000 DUN for which she reluctantly signed a quit 
claim (attached). Wisely, she believes she should remain living in East Berlin in 
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tha hop* that her staying th*r* alii sow day onable bar husband to return hoaa. 

Am has a minor o larking Job with th* Oat Magiatrat Berlin, froa which aha amp- 
porta bar two children. That ah* atlll haa her amniaipal job and ha* resent ly 
had returned to her a pleoe of p roper t y formerly occupied by the Russians probably 
indicate* that aha la not haing perceoutad as a reault of her huabaad* a arraat. 

Frau WIMDITmiQ bought two poatal savings books which boar 2-3/W intarsst . S he 
has plaosd these savings certificates - registered in the name of Riehard 90HVLZ - 
in a safe deposit box* This box, for which Frau WIHDPFKHHIQ haa tha keys, is listed 
in bar name under a provision whereby last Berliners have safe depeelt boxes in 
Vest Berlin without running the risk of having their names divulged. She Is quite 
satisfied with tha arrangement end apparently harbors no ill will against tha 
imarleana - only against Gi 13301-19. 
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
